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Who  Determines  Bar  Prices?

Several  years  ago  while  attending  the  Michigan  Stale  Numismatic 
Society  Fall  Convention  1  found  sample  copies  of  the  Silver  Bugle  laying 
out  and  decided  to  pick  one  up. 

I  read  with  great  interest  A1  Fisher's  '‘Letter  to  the  Editor",  (in  the 
March  1994  issue),  questioning  the  prices  set  in  the  4th  edition  of  An 
Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars.  He  questioned  on  how  the  price 
was  arrived  at  on  the  City  National  Bank  (of  Detroit )  (CNB-I )  bar  and 
several  others. 

Fisher  said:  “Who  determines  these  prices  anyway?  I'd  like  to 
know  what  makes  a  CNB-1  on  page  1  76.  catalog  for  $185?  Who  has  one? 
And  what  makes  it  worth  $  1  85?  Is  it  w  hat  the  ow  ner  of  the  bar  paid  for  it? 
Probably  not.  But  did  the  owner  have  anything  to  do  with  determining 
prices  in  the  catalog.  Probably  so 

Fisher  lists  several  other  bars  w  ith  high  prices  I  can't  comment  on 
since  I'm  not  privy  to  how  their  prices  were  arrived  at.  However,  being  one 
of  the  principals  involved  in  helping  to  "establish"  the  $185  price  on  the 
CNB  bar  I  can  comment  on  it.  Maybe  this  w  ill  help  to  clear  up  why  some 
bars  sell  for  higher  prices  than  others  e\en  when  the  mintages  are  unknown 
or  similar  between  issues. 

In  about  1976  1  purchased  a  CNB  bar  in  a  large  lot  of  1973  dated 
(and  undated)  bars  in  which  it  was  the  only  example.  Having  dealt 
extensively  in  art  bars  during  the  1970s  1  knew  this  bar  had  to  be  very 
scarce  to  rare  or  I  would  have  seen  one  before.  In  addition.  I  was  a  long¬ 
time  customer  of  CNB  making  many  weekly  visits  for  deposits  and  access 
to  my  safe-deposit  boxes.  Surely,  I  w  ould  have  heard  of  this  bar  if  it  was 
offered  to  customers,  and  since  1  had  many  friends  at  the  bank.  I  most 
probably  would  have  heard  of  it  even  if  it  was  restricted  to  bank  officials 
such  as  branch  presidents  and  vice-presidents.  Showing  the  bar  to  officers 
at  my  local  branch  drew  blank  stares:  nobody  ever  heard  of  one.  It  was 
suggested  perhaps  very  few  were  made  and  possibly  passed  out  at  a  Board 
of  Directors  meeting  or  given  to  the  top  customers.  The  bar  had  a  special 
appeal  to  me  because  I  'm  a  Detroiter  and  a  childhood  customer  of  the  bank 
-  so  it  went  into  my  small  personal  collection. 

In  1979  1  had  the  good  fortune  of  meeting,  Ed  Lantz  of  Ohio  w  ho 
had  a  wonderful  display  of  art  bars  at  his  table.  He  also  had  copies  of  the 
new  1979  3rd  edition  of  IGBSAB ,  that  caught  my  attention.  Since  the  CNB 
bar  wasn't  listed  in  earlier  editions  1  introduced

mvself  to  I  d  and  asked  him 
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if  he  could  tell  me  if  the  CNB  bar  was  listed  in  the  new  edition.  Ed's  eyes 
lit  up  and  he  snapped:  “Why?  I  lave  you  got  one?”.  Without  waiting  for  an 
answer  he  began  flipping  through  the  pages  and  said  he  had  a  customer  for 
one  and  he‘d  be  w  illing  to  pay  "full  book”.  Moments  later  he  was  on  the 
page  where  it  was  listed  with  a  price  of  $20.  1  advised  him  the  bar  was  not 
for  sale  -  that  it  was  in  my  personal  collection  but  that  even  if  it  was  for  sale 
I'd  never  accept  $20  as  "book  price”  meant  nothing  to  me  unless  the  bar 
was  actually  trading  at  that  level.  He  agreed  and  countered  with  a  $50  offer 
followed  with  a  $75  offer  -  both  of  which  1  turned  down.  At  this  point  the 
$75  meant  less  to  me  than  the  bar. 

The  next  day  Ed  came  over  to  my  table  and  looked  the  bar  over  and 
upped  his  offer  to  $100  -  a  price  that  1  turned  down  (and  made  me  question 
my  sanity)  -  but  it  was  a  bar  that  had  special  meaning  to  me  and  was  a  part 
of  my  collection.  On  the  last  day  of  the  show  Ed  came  over  and  made  his 
final  offer  at  or  in  excess  of  $150  (I  forget  the  exact  amount).  Just  how 
much  did  that  bar  mean  to  me?  Was  it  possible  Ed  find  another?  With  my 
partner  and  myself  both  questioning  my  sanity  of  the  past  couple  days  (after 
all  I'm  supposed  to  be  a  dealer)  -  the  dealer  instinct  took  over  and  I 
accepted  his  offer.  I  later  learned  he  sold  it  to  a  Michigan  collector  to 
whom  it  had  a  special  appeal  as  a  rare  bar  (and  possibly  because  it  was 
related  to  his  home  state  and  the  city  were  he  operated  a  business). 

In  this  case  the  price  was  arrived  at  though  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand.  The  bar  is  rare  and  it  does  have  regional  appeal  not  to  mention  it 
being  a  "bank  bar”.  Would  another  one  sell  at  this  level?  Who  knows  ... 

Price  guides  are.  after  all.  just  guides  and  you  may  very  well  negotiate 
your  own  deal  at  a  new  level.  It's  obvious  that  a  successful  transaction  is 
dependant  on  what  the  owner  and  seller  are  willing  to  agree  upon. 

By  the  way,  while  it  took  17  years.  I  did  eventually  find  another 
example  (actually  two)  of  that  rare  bar.  They  were  both  found  together  at 
a  show  w  ithin  a  couple  miles  of  Detroit.  While  1  have  no  proof  -  my  guess 
is  25  examples  were  struck  representing  the  bank's  25lh  Anniversary.  Most 
undoubtedly  ended  up  in  non-collector  hands  as  presentation  pieces.  After 
30  years,  many  examples  have  probably  been  melted.  Have  you  got  one?

It  was 
necessary  to  fly  in  all  food  and  fuel  necessary  to  sustain 
the  population  of  East  Berlin.  The  total  number  of  flights, 
278,228,  is  noted  on  the  medal. 

The  medal  will  be  struck  in  Silver  (1  oz.  .999  fine), 
Golden  Bronze,  Oxidized  Bronze  and  Copper  The  four 
piece  set  can  be  ordered  from  Dorothy  Baber,  61 1 
Oakwood  way,  El  Cajon,  CA  92021. 

The  price  for  the  four  piece  set  is  $25.00  plus  postage  of 
$2.50  if  mailing  is  required 
The  medal  diameter  is  39mm.

The  SiliCon  invitation  is  especially  nice  since  we’ll  be  traveling 
from  Maine  to  California  by  train  (the  convention  is  November  27- 
29,  better  known  to  many  as  Thanksgiving  weekend).  All  of  this 
has  left  us  with  less  spare  time  than  we’d  like  since  we  are  also 
getting  ready  to  go  to  a  convention  in  Boston  for  the  release  of  the 
hardcover  and  paper  pack  versions  of  our  book  PLAN  B  (By 
Sharon  Lee  and  Steve  Miller)  on  February  13,  1999.  Once  the 
book  comes  out  we’ll  be  signing  in  several  states.  Ironically,  we 
may  have  a  signing  in  Pittsburgh  -  next  May!
